He finds by trial that everything

.Secretary Carlisle determined not to 


be outixiit i" this way again, ami large 
quantities of bullion were transferred 
10 tbe Philadelphia mint for coinage as 
soon as tliB crisis was over. 
Work is 


now going on to the extent of £3,000,000 
or $4.000,000 a month, and if there 
had been uo withdrawals of coin the 
treasury would be u«u;iy millions stron- 
ger in tlr's respect than in the .spring. 


A net increase of coin can only be 


shown when the work at the mints is 
more rapid than the withdrawal of coin 
ut tbe snbtreasuries, so that the bullion 
fuud still stands at $55,398,800, and 
the coin which belongs to the govern- 
ment is less than $38.000,000. 


This is a better showing by $2,000,- 


000 than on Oct. 1 and will be improv- 
ed by the end of the year, when gold 
withdrawals are again likely to become 
heavy. 


Tbe government is constantly getting 


gold, but it is largely in tbe form oi 
bullion fresh from the mines, which is 
deposited at the mints and assav offices. 
Tbe result IE a constant struggle by the 
mint officials to keep pace with the 
withdrawals of gold coin. Gold coinage 
is executed at San Francisco to the 
amount of about $20,000,000 per year, 
but tbe gold conies entirely from western 
mints and assay offices, and none is sent 
there from the east. 


The recent closing of the New Or- 


leans mint was misrepresented by one 
of the press associations as an important 
event connected with the coinage of 
standard silver dollars. This coinage 


ras substantially suspended several 


mouths ago, and the closing of the mint 
was simply due to the exhaustion of the 
available appropriation which has been 
naile for several years by congress for 
be loss in recoining worn pieces of sub- 
sidiary silver. The subsidiary silver ac- 
cumulated for several years in the treas- 
ury and could not be recoined without 
intborify of law, because the face val- 
so of the pieces could not be reproduced 
from the worn coins for the 'amounts 
recoined. 
This recoinage has now pro- 


fessed so f;ur that the number of badly 
voni pieces is small, but the publii 
las bet-ii so taken with the new de 
signs that it is constantly demanding 
them in exchange for tbe old pieces, even 
where the latter have been little used. 


The fractional silver uowiu the treas- 


ury is about §13,500,000, but only a 
small proportion of this is in worn 
coins. 
A part of the daily payments 


must necessnrijy be in fractional'silver, 
and it would probably require a work- 
ing balance of $7,000,000 to 18,000,000 
to cover this amount. One or two more 
appropriations by congress will proba 
blj- cle;uj up the excess of worn coins 
and reduce future requirements to a 
small allowance to cover the average 
annual wear. 


The treasury is not now coining any 


silver dimes, for an abundant supply 
for years to come was turned out dnr- 
iug the craw for dime savings banks, 
which absorbed the little silver pieces 
as rapidly and completely as a rat hole. 
The termination of the craze for banig 
threw the dimes back into circulation, 
and they have become somewhat of a 
drug upon the market. 


Nickels are also in excess of demands, 


and none is coined from new bullion. 
Such nickels as drift into the treasury 
in very bad condition or of ancient de- 
sign are sent to Philadelphia and re- 
coiued, bnt they forru but a small 
amount per month. 


Most of tbe subsidiary silver coinage 


is now curried on at Philadelphia, bnt 
the traces of silver found in gold bullion 
at San Francisco are permitted to be 
coined there. 


The.ro is no pressing necessity for the 


coinage of standard silver dollars at 
present for tho redemption of Sherman 
notes, although those redemptions have 
reached nearly $ir>,000,000 in standard 
silver dollars dm ing the past two years. 
The present supply will meet the de- 
mands of this year, bxif further coinage 
may be required next summer or autumn 
to supply the usual demand for paying 
the pickers of cortcu and moving tho 
crops. 


There is a considerable demand for 


pennies, and thpy aro being turned out 
lit Philadelphia in hirge numbers. —Bos- 
ton Herald.

factories in this country.- 


It is true the manager has served 


an apprenticeship in the factories of 
the old world, and the success of 
the production here rests upon the 
quality of the milk and the method] 
of its manipulation. 


The process by which each varie- 


ty is made is essentially the same 
as those of every other. The differ- 
ence consists in the extra amount 
of cream incorporated with the milk, 
in the amount of time occupied in 
the curing and other details, such as 
the pressure under which tho curd 
is placed. 


In all cases the milk is more or 


less heated, rennet is introduced to 
coagulate, the curd is carefully cut 
into dice, drained of its 
whey 


through linen or cotton cloths, salt- 
ed, pressed, arranged on shelves, 
kept at a given temperature, turned, 
rubbed and "cured" for a certain 
length of time. 


Taie, for instance, fromage de 


Brie. 


After the curd has stood four 


hours it is dipped into tin rings, 
which are placed on small cane mats, 
from which the whey drains until it 
aas shrunken to fit a smaller ring. 
[n two months of turning and rub- 
Ding the de Brie is fit for the mar- 
ket. 
Much in the same manner are 


made the d'Isigny and, the Camem- 
bert. For tho latter cream is added 
to the fresh milk to make it richer, . 
and the process of curing goes on j 
more slowly. 


In the caso of the cheeses named 


tbe milk is kept ar about (50 degrees. 
In tho .Mniisror, Limbnrgcr' and 
somo others milk and reunct are 
heated in huge copper kettles to S3 
degrees, after which the curd is cut, 
into cubes and heated to 110 degrees ' 
for one and U'O for the other. 


Italian cream cheese, or Philadel- 


phia cream, is nmdo from sweet 
cream instead of milk. 'Neufchatel 
is made from unheated milk, and 
the curd is subjected to little press- 
ure. It is then cut fine by a ma- 
chins, salted and packed, 'also by 
machinery. But little of the Keuf- 
obatel is imported, and that in win- 
ter.

Clubhouse cheese, which is sold in i 


small glass jars, is simply cream j 
cheese run through a sausage grind- 
er and staffer, with the addition of 
a small quantity of butter. • The 
profit on this kind of cheese is im- 
mense. 


Roquefort cheese it is impossible 


to make outside of the place from 
which is derived its name. 
Cheeses 


aro there cured in a cave having a 
peculiarly soft, dry air, which gives 
them a quality that can be obtained 
by no other method. 


From the whey, buttermilk and 


skimmed milk of cheese factories is 
obtained that sugar of milk so much 
used in the manufacture of medici- 
nal tablets.—New York Home Jour- 
nal.

Dr. Sterrett has reason to suspect 
hat a certain druggist ID St. Marys 
was selling whiskey"which was badly 
dulterated, and visited the store and 
ought to purchase some of the goods 
or analysis. The druggist recogniz- 
ed tbe doctor, and declined to sell the 
article. In order that there might 
be no mistake Dr Sterrett explained 
who he was and what he wanted with 
the asmple of liquor, calling the 
druggist's attention to the fact that 
be was violating tbe law by refusing 
to sail tbe article to the inspector. 


The druggist; flew into a passion, 


and, grabbing a large cheese knife 
which lay on the counter, warned 
the inspector not to attempt to take 
any of the goods by force. 
The

spector retiree! in good order, and 
swore out a warrant for tbe man, 
charging him with refusing to sell an 
article to an officer of the Dairy and 
Food Department foi the purpose of 
analysis. Tbe pure food laws are aa 
strict in cases of this Kind as in cases 
where adulteiaMon is foncd. 
The 


penalty for refusing to sell an article 
for analysis by the department is as 
seveie as for selling adulterated 
goods. The result of the trial, which 
will be held next week, will be of un- 
usual interest.
